DISTRICT NO. 1. 


JOHN S. Kent, Prudential Committee. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Annie V. Loveland, 
of Norwich, Vt. She gained the love of her pupils and respect 
of parents. Her school was large and not very well classified, 
for this reason the discipline was not quite as good as we could 
wish for the best improvement of the pupils. 

For the winter term a division was made, Mr. Charles Fox 
having charge of the older scholars, and Miss Alice M. War- 
ren the younger ones. An old familiar saying is, ‘That silence 
speaks consent ;” it sometimes speaks ‘‘success.” In different 
parts of the town the past winter we have heard it said, ‘‘That 
they think there must be a good school in District No. 1, for 
they hear nothing said.” Because there has been no resorting 
to the old barbarous method of ‘‘carrying out” they think there 
aust be success. It has been a good school, and the reason 
for it is, that the scholars have -been engaged in a good work. 
Mr. Fox was an earnest worker and knew how to keep others at 
work. Unless a teacher finds work for his scholars they will 
find work for him.

It is true; when experienced teach- 
ers are chosen to teach and receive hearty support and encour- 
agement from the parents, good schools are almost sure to fol- 
low. These teachers were well adapted,to interest and instruct 
small scholars. Classes of small children were called to recite 
in numbers, and the elements of geography. In this way all 
were kept interested, and there was little desire for play and 
disturbance. ; 

This district should be held up before others in town in the 
superior interest displayed by parents in visiting the schools, 
and by their sympathy and hearty co-operation with the teachers. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


This district was fortunate in persuading Mrs. E. Mary 
Nickerson to try ‘‘school teaching.” 
The fall term was a very successful one ; the winter term is 
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still in session, and bids fair of being as good as the former. 

A new school-building has been erected in this district dur- 
ing the past year. The house is well constructed and beauti- 
fully finished, and painted very tastefully both inside and out. 
The school-room is large and commodious, well lighted and 
ventilated. A stranger as he comes in sight of the new school 
building notices with pleasure how well the work is finished. 
It is not an uncommon thing when a new school-house is made 
to see in the yard heaps of earth and stones lying round in 
different places. | Not so here—the grounds are tastefully laid 
out and show they like to have work well done. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Mr. C. W. Lewis, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term of eight weeks was taught by Mrs. Edith 
Lewis, a teacher of large experience, and one who seemed to be. 
suited to the needs of the school. The scholars made good im- 
provement and, as far as known, general satisfaction was given. 
sixteen scholars. 

Winter term taught by Mr. Charles G. Norris. This was 
his first experience in the work. He labored hard, but was not 
as successful as his predecessor. Teaching is an art; and, like 
any other art, it has to be learned—learned, too, by study, ob- 
servation and practice. Although he had many things to dis- 
courage him, we hope he may remember that the path to success 
winds through obstacles, over difficulties, between ‘trough seas 
and stormy skies.” Eighteen scholars. ,
